Owing to the fact that M. Clemen-; 
ceau had in hand personally certain 
subjects now under negotiation, it fol- 
lows that so far as these are concern- 
ed there must be a suspension of ac- 
tivity for the time .being. As a matter 
of fact these subjects were or vast im- 
portance .as affecting the -whole plan 
of the conference's operation inasmuch 
as they related to consummation of 
an early treaty of peace. 


There had already been some discus- 
sion of this situation privately between 
the premiers of the various, powers and 
it is believed that all, were in accord 
regarding the wisdom of speedy action 
with the exception of Premier Clemen- 
ceau himself. The French government, 
while desirous of an early peace, doubt- 
ed whether the moment had yet ar- 
rived when this could l#s arranged with- 
out great danger of .sacrificing the 
fruits of victory and it had pointed out 
to the other powers what were regard- 
ed as grave omissions on the part of 
Germany to comply with the terms of 
the armistice.

Policeman Wounded By Bullet Intended For Cabinet 


Leader—Wouldbe Murderer Apparently Is a Workman 
—Identity Is Not Revealed.

Paris, Feb. 19.—Georges Olemenceau, France's aged, but vig- 


orous premier, was shot at and sligMly wounded this morning as he 
was entering his automobile for a drive. 
Five shots were fared by the assassin, and it was at first re- 


ported that the premier had been wounded in the head. It developed 
later, however, that the wounds were in M. Clemenceau's back and 
shoulder and he apparently is not dangerously hurt. 


The shooting took place at 8:55 o'clock this morning as the 


premier was leaving his home in the Sue Franklin to go to the war 
office. 
' 
The assassin was an ordinary-looking man, dressed as a work- 


man. Five shots were fired, of which one took effect in the prctai- 
ier's shoulder. The assailant was arrested. 


Policeman Goursat, who was wounded in the right eye, although 


not seriously, by one of the assassin's shots, told a representative of 
the Associated Press that Premier Clenienceau rushed up to the as- 
sassin and grappled with him.

FINAL ARMISTICE FIXES 
HUN ARMY AT 250,000 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


Paris, Feb. 19.—When the Germans 
came to sign the terms of the new arm- 
istice, says a Havas -dispatch from 
Treves, Mathias Erzberger handed to 
Marshal Foch a 23-page memorandum 
in which it was attempted to justify 
Germany's attitude, it being maintained 
that she had done her best to meet her 
obligations. He also gave the marshal 
a memorandum from Philipp Scheide- 
mann. the new German chancellor, com- 
plaining of the increasingly hard terms 
forced upon German}- and protesting 
against the Germans being forced to 
evacuate Poland, delivering German 
fortresses to the Poles and abandoning 
the German people there. 
.A demand was made that the allies 
require the Poles to cease their attacks 
against the Germans. 
This last request has already been 
complied with, a telegram having been 
sent to Warsaw from Paris last night. 
The special commission of the su- 


preme council, charged with drafting 
the terms of a definite armistice which 
will hold good until the peace prelim- 
inaries are signed, has almost completed 
its task and it is possible, says a Havas 
report, that Marshal Foch will be able 
to notify the Germans on Thursday or 
Friday of the military and naval terms 
which will be essentially those of the 
preliminary peace treaty. It is under- 
stood that the terms will include clauses 
by. which Germany will be allowed to 
maitain only 250.000 men under arms to 
keep order. All war material beyond 
what is necessary to equip these troops, 
would, according to reports, be placed 
under control of the allies, who will 
also hold Germany's munition factories.
